No Party Ideology 

All Zionist bodies were 
hard hit by the change, but 
the ZOA most of all. Unlike 
the Mizrahi and the Labour 
Zionists, the ZOA has no 
well-defined ideology The 
attempts by some leaders of 
the ZOA to link it with the 
General Zionists of Israel 
was not warranted by any 
mandate from the member- 
ship or by the facts. The ZOA 
has among its members all 
shades of social philosophy 
from pariour Communists to 
die-hard Republicans. Most 
ot its members are middle- 
class, non-Socialists, but few 
of them are interested in or- 
ganizing to fight Socialist 
policies in Israel. 

To convert these potential- 
ities into hard facts seems to 
be a slow and difficult busi- 
ness. The plan to build «a 
House in Tel Aviv was the 
first attempt by the ZOA to 
go im for specific projects in 
Israel. Recently arrangements 
have been made to set up 
ZOA projects at Magdiel and 
in the Katamon Cuarter of 
Jerusalem.
